This square, 1 1/2-story , 3 x 3-bay, gable-end, side-entry dwelling has been 
expanded to the rear with the addition in 1941 of a small, 1-story, 
gable-roofed, rear ell and a small, 1-bay, 1-story, side projection off the 
northwest corner. It is typical of this house form built throughout New 
England in the nineteenth century and like many has experience several 
alterations. A long, rectangular, shallow hip-roofed, wrap-around, veranda 
with plain square posts, square balusters and a lattice base extends more than 
full width across the facade. Front porches are common turn-of-the-century 
additions to earlier houses. 

Detail on the main block is limited to end boards, boxed, molded cornice with 
small return and a plain, narrow frieze, slightly wider on the side 
elevations. Fenestration has been altered. It principally consists of 1/1, 
replacement sash, but 6/6 double-hung windows remain on the second floor of 
the main block and on the rear elevations of the main block and rear ell. 
A decorative, stained glass upper sash has been installed in the west bay of 
the south elevation and an 18-paned, picture window is utilized on the south 
elevation or the rear ell. Trim has also been changed. Drip molding remains 
on the second floor of the facade and the rear of the first floor of the main 
block, but plain trim exists on the first floor of the facade and molded trim 
is employed on the south elevation of the main block. The main entry in the 
north bay of the facade consists of a late nineteenth century, wood panel, 
cottage door with square light set in plain trim. A tall, rebuilt chimney 
with corbeled cap and decorative brickwork stands just below the ridge line on 
the south slope of the roof which is also broken by a skylight.

A title search has been completed on this property by Nancy Heller of the 
Eastham Historical Society, but little is known of the owners she identified. 
The first owners Mrs. Heller associates with the holding are Lucy and 
John Atwood of Eastham about whom no information was located in local, 
secondary sources. They apparently divided their property in 1864, retaining 
a' portion and selling the remainder to Eliza Pierce (Bk. 83; Pg. 386). 
Two, additional owners followed over the next twelve years: Nathan and 
Laura P. Knowles of Cambridge (March 16, 1866, Bk. 89; Pg. 17-19) and 
Philip B. Cloud of Cambridge (April 1, 1876 Bk.124; Pgs. 147-149). 

Although a property description is not included in the file, notes suggest a 
second subdivision of the Knowles property occurred in 1876 when 
James Penniman, a farmer, purchased the "half" of the homestead retained by 
Lucy and John Atwood including a house, barn and outbuildings on about 6 acres 
of land (July 12, 1876, Bk. 129; Pg. 313). James Penniman also purchased from

A small, free-standing, 1-story, 3-bay, side-gable, barn/shed with attached 
shed-roofed shed bay is located southwest of the dwelling. The shingled 
building appears to retain substantial original fabric, end boards, 6/6, 
double-hung sash with plain trim.

Philip Cloud the parcel the Knowles had separated in 1864 (September 20, 1876, 
5k. 130; Pg. 80-82). 

Caroline Penniman, widow of James Penniman succeeded to the property and sold 
it in 1908 to Carrie L. Howes (Bk. 289; Pg. 490). Thereafter the property had 
a series of female owners: Carrie L. Howes sold in 1922 to Emma C. Stone 
(Bk. 387; Pg. 196); Emma C. Stone to Bertha M. Dill (January 23, 1951; 
Bk. 778; Pg. 25). 
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
